With the retirement 
of Dr. Douglas D. Paschall at 
the end of the 1993-1994 
school year, Montgomery Bell 
Academy will lose a leader, a 
teacher, and a father. The loss 
of Dr. Paschall will leave a 
void in the leadership of Mont- 
gomery Bell Academy that will 
be very difficult to fill. In 
preparation for Dr. Paschall's 
retirement, the Board ofTrust- 
ces of Montgomery Bell Acad- 
emy has begun the search for 
MB A* s sixteenth Headmaster. 

The search began in 
late November with the for- 
mation of a search committee. 
Headed by Mr. W. Ridley 
Wills II. Chairman of MBA's 
Board of Trustees, the Head- 
master Search Committee con- 
sists of Ben S. Gambill Jr. 


(Vice-Chair). Robert 
McNeilly Jr.. Dr. Roy 
O. Elam III. Justice 
Frank F. Drowota III, 
Dr. Roscoe R 
Robinson, Stephen S 
Riven. Brownlee O 
Currey. William M 
Wilson, and Dr. Dou 
glas D. Paschall (ex- 
officio). These men are 
recognized leaders in 
the MBA community 
and are dedicated to the 
philosophy and objec- 
tives on which Mont- 
gomery Bell Academy 
was founded.

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Is The War on Drugs 


Worth the Loss of Civil Liberties 


In no way shape or 
form do I advocate drug use of 
any kind, yet some questions 
still arise. Is this massive scale 
war against drugs that has been 
mounted in this country really 
getting any benefits, or is it 
just overcrowding the prisons 
with first-time, non-violent of- 
fenders. and not realy getting 
any results? 

This so called “War 
on Drugs” seems to have fi- 
nally done the inevitable and 
progressed, or rather re- 
gressed. from an idea meant 
to better society, to a battle 
against a post cold-war 
oppenent, "who is tougher than 
the Russians." From “Just say 
no," to mandatory minimums 
and police harassment of in- 
nocent motorists. 

I will start with Man- 
datory minimums. Manda- 
tory minimums are drug taws 
created in ‘88, ‘89, and ‘90 


that prohibit the judge from 
considering anything except 
the type of drug and its weight 
when sentencing a drug of- 
fender. For example, the laws 
say that for a first offense of 
cultivation of between one 
hundred and two hundred 
marijuana plants, you get a 
five year minimum sentence, 
even if the violation is the 
person's first offense of any 
kind. If you meet certain cri- 
teria for quantity, it is auto- 
matic life without parole. The 
main problem with these laws 
is that they essentially tie the 
hands of the presiding judge. 

A crime that before 
the mandatories would have 
cost the convict from thirty to 
thirty-seven months, incurs an 
automatic penalty of five 
years, a good twenty-five to 
thirty months more. Many 
judges feel that this is cruel 
and unusual punishment, as

do groups such a FAMM, 
Families Against Mandatory 
Minimums, and The Drug 
Policy Council. Mandatory 
Minimums are another step in 
bypassing the Constitution and 
forming our country into a 
police state. They allow the 
court to show no leniency to- 
ward first time offenders and 
lie the judges to mandatory 
sentencing. These sentences 
are cruel and unusual because 
they entail extreme sentences. 
If you are caught three times, 
you have an automatic life sen- 
tence. 

These punishments 
are fine for violent crimes, but 
it must be kept in mind that 
these are nonviolent crimes. 

Secondly, the Drug 
War is slowly chipping away 
at our personal freedoms. 
Most are not this extreme, but 
a student group at the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma that was 


formed soley to oppose 
NORML, National Organiza- 
tion for Reform of Marijuana 
Law. named ABNORML. 
Americans Blocking the Nul- 
lification of Rigorous Mari- 
juana Laws. To quote: they 
belive that “it is the right of 
the DEA to systematically de- 
stroy the fourth amendment.” 
And also: “As US society is 
becoming increasingly law- 
less, responsible citizens do 
not need and criminals do not 
deserve a Bill of Rights." 

Groups like 

ABNORML are what makes 
me really contemplate whether 
this country has only a few 
years left. They would rather 
live in a police state than a 
free, democratic society, like 
the Constitution of the United 
States provides for. 

Thirdly, the police, 
in effort to stop the flow of 
drugs on the highways, have 


crossed the line from check- 
ing to harassing. Now, if you 
are driving along and get 
pulled over for speeding, the 
police officer is going to ask 
for your license and registra- 
tion etc., but if you “look like 
a drug runner" you are liable 
to get searched. Looking like 
a drug runner might include 
sweating when the officer 
questions you. even though it 
is a hundred and two degrees, 
or wearing “Shabby Clothes”, 
jeans and T-Shirt, but driving 
in an expensive car. the same 
one you borrowed from your 
dad that morning. 

The bottom line is 
that the War on Drugs has 
overstepped its bounds and is 
encroaching on the freedoms 
of those who have done noth- 
ing wrong and is treating un- 
fairly those who do break the 
rules.

Many questions have 
arisen concerning the criti- 
cal transition that must take 
place, and I have had the op- 
portunity to talk to Mr. Wills 
about some questions that stu- 
dents have had about the 
search process. First, Mr. 
Wills made it clear that the 
Search Committee was work- 
ing for the overall good of the 
Montgomery Bell Commu- 
nity and would continue the 
search until the most quali- 
fied replacement was found. 
There are no time constraints 
to the search, and the process 
will end only when the Search 
Committee and the Board of 
T rustees are satisfied that their 
selection is the best possible. 
Likewise, the Board of Trust- 
ees is prepared to begin the 
1994-1995 school year with 
an interim Headmaster. How- 
ever, Mr. Wills was confi- 
dent that the search would 
run smoothly and that the in- 


terim Headmaster scenario 
was unlikely. 

As with any change 
in leadership, MBA’s new 
Headmaster can be expected 
to bring a new sense of direc- 
tion to the school. I asked Mr. 
Wills what he sees and wants 
MBA’s future to hold. Mr. 
Wills stated that it is his belief 
and the general opinion of the 
entire community that MBA 
will continue and expand 
upeta its mission to broaden 
the nature and texture of the 
school community without 
sacrificing academic excel- 
lence, strong community and 
individual values, as reflected 
by The Honor Code, and high 
athletic achievement. 

Many students have 
asked if the Search Commit- 
tee has considered bringing 
Dr. Drake back to MBA. Mr. 
Wills stated that Dr. Drake 
was asked if he wanted to be 
placed on the list of potential

Headmaster candidates. 
However. Dr. Drake declined, 
for he felt he had an obliga- 
tion to continue his work at 
his own high school; and he 
was not prepared to leave his 
new job so soon after start- 
ing. 

Mr. Wills assured

master will be "A role model,” 
“One who focuses on the 
whole student," “An acces- 
sible and decisive leader,”

“Attitude.” “New Rose." and 
“You Can’t Put Your Arms 
Around a Memory” enhance 
the raw power on the raw 
power on the Gunners release.

The 
Damned. The Sex Pistols. 
MisFits, and The New York 
Dolls performed by Guns and 


Roses? A production team of 
Mike Clink, Duff McKagen, 
and Jim Mitchel turn this col- 
lection of rough gravel into 
rare and precious jems. After 
the last song listen for the un- 
listed song written by the fa- 
mous serial killer Charles 
Manson. After hearing the 
entire album. I guarantee the 
last thing on your mind will be 
eating a bowl of spaghetti . The 
Spaghetti Incident? earns a 
**** rating and probably the 
best review I will give for a 
while.

The Red 
jumped out to a 25-point half- 
time lead and maintained the 
margin throughout the sec- 
ond half. MBA embarrassed 
the Bears at their own gym 
with a 75-58 victory. 

Next was an all im- 
portant district matchup 
against the Evil Empire from 
Franklin Road. As usual, the 
Red came out bombing in the 
first quarter, and secured a 
10-0 lead early in the contest. 
After gaining a fifteen point 
lead by halftime. MBA saw its 
lead dwindle to just nine points 


late in the third quarter. Forced 
to shoot free throws in the fourth 
quarter, the team stayed tough 
and gained a 57-40 victory. 

Next on tap was dis- 
trict opponent Pearl-Cohn. The 
Big Red soundly defeated the 
Firebirds, and went on to split 
two games in Muhlenburg,

district, Overton. The Red 
posted an impressive first half. 


and enjoyed a nine point lead at 
the start of the fourth quarter. 
The Bobcats clawed back, how- 
ever, and the score remained 
deadlocked for most of the 
fourth quarter. They rallied to a 
four point lead with just two 
minutes. MBA narrowed the 
margin to two points and gained 
possession of the ball with 
less than :01 left in the game. 
A last second three point field 
goal was denied as the clock 
expired before the shot was 
released. MBA suffered its 
first district loss of the sea- 
son (62-60). 

The Big Red battled 
back though, and gained de- 
cisive victories against dis- 
trict foes Pearl-Cohn, Whites 
Creek, and Hillwood. With 
revenge on the team's mind, 
the Big Red next journeyed 
to Overton for another show- 
down, the winner of which 
would take over first place in 
the district. This barnburner 


was almost identical to the first 
meeting: MBA gained an early 
lead but relinquished it early in 



the second half. Fate would 
prove to be on MBA's side this 
time as the team had the ball 
with eight seconds remaining 
and the score tied. After an in- 
bounds pass from Rob 
Welholter.

The next five games 
were a breeze for the Big Red.

Will 
Coles proved to be the differ- 
ence in two games as he posted 
32 and 18 points against

Ben Corbett was also impres- 
sive as he knocked down seven 
out of seven three pointers on 
his way to 30 points against 
Father Ryan. Rob Welhoelter 
showed flashes of brilliance 
also, claiming 18 points against 
Hillwood. 

The Red concluded 
its regular season schedule with 
a district record of 11-1, and 
23-4 overall.

Rob 
Welhoelter. by snaring offen- 
sive re- 
bounds and 
slashing to 
the basket, 
proved to be 
the differ- 
ence. He 
ended up 
with 18 
points as 
MBA won 
by a score of 
61-51. 

In the fi- 
nals, the Big 
Red had a 
chance to 
redeem it- 
self by fac- 
ing Overton once again (the 
fourth time of the season ). The 


game came down to the fourth 
quarter as usual. MBA gained 
a four point lead after Overton 
suffered an unfortunate tech- 
nical foul. With the lead and 


possession of the ball. MBA 
went into a deadly delay game 
with four minutes remaining. 
The impatient Overton squad 
was forced to foul, and MBA 
won the game at the free throw 
line (61-51). Will Coles was 
impressive once again, as he 
nailed 22 points and was named 
Region MVP. This victory 
was a milestone for MBA Bas- 
ketball - it marked the first 
Region Championship in MBA 
history. 

The victory against 
Overton gave the Red the op- 
portunity to host its first ever 
Sub-State game. This game 
against Franklin was perhaps 
the most exciting sporting 
event of the year. 

Virtually all of 
MBA’s student body was in 


place by 6:45 p.m.. and 
Franklin was more than intimi- 
dated by the vicious crowd. 
The game was no contest from 
the beginning. The Big Red 
soared to an 8-2 lead 
and never looked 
back. The lead was 
15 at half-time and 
22 in the third quar- 
ter. As the buzzer 
sounded and the 
fans rushed the 
court, the final score 
read 90-74. All five 
starters scored in 
double digits in this 
convincing victory. 
The victory marked 
another first for Big Red Bas- 
ketball: MBA's first ever trip 
to the State Tournament. The 
tournament will be held at 
MTSU from March 17-19. 
Hopefully, the team will be 
heading off to Spring Break 
with its first State Champion- 
ship ever. All of this success
